othér ftems showing “the amount ef 
business done, and of resources back ef 
it, make records above those of IM, 
1908 or any preceding year. 

This reaches so far into everything 
else that it stops only at politics and 
what politics stop. This begins with 
coal, Coal receipts go up when manu- 
facturing is making new records. In 
1909, for 10 months of the year, te- 
ginning from Pennsylvania on the east 
and between Washington and Boston 
on the north, coal has failed to make a 


new record. Mahufacturers “held up’’ 


in the first six nionths of the year, 
waiting on the new conditions they ex- 
pected to be produced to. order or in 
some other way from Washington. This 
cut down ‘the coal ‘movement. When 
what is moving during a year is meas- 
ured by weight, after being measured 
in dollars, coal weighs more on its ay- 
erages than anything else that moves. 
If its averages are lower; it seems to 
be lowering the totals of all business 
measured in tons. In spite of this, the 
volume of St. Louis business in tons 
goes up beyond that ef 1908. In nine 
months the city gained 128 tons in the 
thousand in {te receipts and 82 in the 
thousand in its. shipmentsover ita to- 


tala for 1908. Its total feceipts and: 
shipments for six months of 199 were 
20,162,000 tons, showing that. the year 


was doubling on the twelfth year back. 
The indicated total volume of receipts 
and shipments for the full year to Jan. 
1, 1910, ig 44,000,000 tons for comparison 
with not quite 40,000,000 tons in 1908. 

This: gain of between 7,and 8 per cent 
in the otal weight of freight, handled 
in and out the city, showed in profits, 
reported on closing payments for the 
year, at $20,663,803.67 as dividends and 
interest on the stocks and bonds of the 
larger corporations whose securities are 
listed. As a single item, this shows that 
@ great deal of money has been made 
in the city during the year, and that it 
has been a money-making year for busi- 
ness generally, much heyond expecta- 
tion. 

City Extended Its Limite. 

The business which is carried on 
through corporations with listed secur- 
ities is only a small fraction of the 
whole. Retail business and nearly all 
the wholesale “merchandizing” of the 
city ig done by fir..s which do not list 
securities for sale. On an average buei- 
hess of $53,000,000 in boots and’ shoes, 
$65,000,000 in dry goods, $70,000,000 in gro- 
ceries, $45,000,000 in tobacco products and 
in a dozen other lines, reported in 
average year at from $5,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000 each, the profits are not usually re- 
ported. But on the test of all that is 
reported, there is a marked increase 
over 1908 of both profits and total values, 

As an increase in sales, it will prob- 
ably yun from 5 to 10 per cent in the 
several lines over the sales of 1908. This 
is indicated by close figuring from the 
main tests of total reported bank busi- 
ness, total reported freight movement, 
tetal reported car transférs,. total re- 
ported profits on listed securities and 
total reported investments in buildings 
and improvements. " 

On all these tests, 1909 turned out 
much better for good work and good 
results than was expected. The city was 
in its shirt-sleeves, so to speak, at the 
beginning of the year and the results 
show it did not stop to put its coat on. 
It went on growing, not enly at the 
usual rate, but above it. ft kept on 
spreading to fill the large vacant spaces 
inside the city limits. It continued to 
grow beyond iis limits, west, northwest 
and southwest, into Missouri, and with 
these directiong reversed into Tllinois. 

As part of what this means now for 
1910 and later, the McKinley electric 
bridge is in plain sight across the Mis- 
sissippi, waiting to be opened when it 
gets rid of injunctions and adds the 
finishing touches to its frame work. It 
will be opened in 1910. With the work 
already done on paper and otherwise 
for the new Municipal bridge in 1906 and 
198, the city has in its immediate fu- 
ture the ‘“‘boom’’ which belongs to closer 
connection with the steam roads and in- 
terurban electric systems in the Middle 
Western States east of it, with al) the 
extension of this électric development 
means at it crosses the river at 8t. 
Louis and extends in all directions like 
the ribs of a fan. As this belongs te 1910 
and the decade {[t opens, the work of 
“electrifying” the country through in- 
terurban transit lines, the extension of 
the telephone lines and everything else 
of the kind, will necessarily become 
more end more centralised around &t. 
Louis, with the city as its focus,

How 8t. Louls grows in comparison 
with other cities is shown by these fig- 
ures. when it is recalled. that In the 
record yéar, 1907, the total for 9% éities 
was not quite $589,000,00. As one among 
a hundred cities with $620,000,000 spent 
@uring a year in new buildings and im- 
provements, St. Louls averages « more 
than a twenty-fifth of the total for the 
hundred. 

Figures ofthis kind, which are es 
close to the record es figures can be 
kept, ought to be proof enough for any- 
one who demands suth proof, that the 
town is up to its three-quarfters of a 
million in population and that the popu- 
latiun has been busy during the year, 
doihg something worth while. Other 
figures such as those of the Car move- 
ment inte and out of the city, and. in 
the territory around it,jshow that this is 
true fer all the population of which St. 
Louls is expected to give a good ac- 
count of itself. For three-quarters of 
1909 -the St. Louis (Central) Demurrags } 
énd Storagé Bureau, which keeps the 
record of freight-car movement, reports 
2,024,0% freight cars moving, against 1,- 
514,857 for three-quarters of 1903, mae i,- 
719,84 for three-quarters of - 1907, .: 

Among other things these figures mean 
more wheat moving to make more bread. 
They also mean more meat-anitnals 
moving inte St. Louis tn 1909. They 
certainly mean more to eat in sight and 
more to wear in sight during 1909 than 
during 1908 or 1907. With more money 
in sight also, they mean (in arithmetic) 
more for everybody of everything any- 
body needs. The delay in manufacturing} 
during 1909 is enough to show what 
occurs when arithmetic and politics 
come together, head on. It may not be 
good for arithmetic and it may be no 
better for politics. St. Louis can say 
through arithmetic that in spite of poll- 
tics and everything else, keeping its 
coat off in any year it begins in its 
shirt sleeves, means breaking more rec- 
ords, as it has done in 1908, 

We have held the average in things 
we are not much pléased to ment'on. 
The workhouse has been as badly 
crowded during the year as it was the 
year before, or five years before. So 
have the ingane asylum and the poor- 
hovse. The city outgrew them ten years 
ago and. it has béén outgrowing them 
ever since. But it has been crowding its 
Ubraries and its schools in the same 
way, in spite of new schools and new 
branch libraries. It has done a. great 
deal of grading and foundation layiag 
in 1909 for the “City Beautiful,” as it 
is elready worked out on paper. 

The great King’s Highway boulevard 
and park system, with its smaller home 
parks and “civic venters” are all shown 
complete on the new maps issued in De- 
cember, 1000. They grew enough in 
reality to be in keeping with the ex- 
pectations of the Centennial ceremonies 
of corner-stone laying for the new- Pub- 
lic Library and city buildings. As the 
greatest single event of the year the 
Centennial itself still belongs to the 
future rather than to the past. ~~ 

It’s “get-together” program for new 
industries developed into the general 
prospect of increased manufacturing in 
1910. Ag the census year, 1910, finds the 
city with 10 years of greater growth be- 
hind it than it has shown in the totals 
of any other decade. It hesitated in its 
movement in only one year of the 10, 
and then in only part of the year. The 
12 months past show that it is moving 
forward again, with a grand total of 
gains and nothing lost in the entire 
decade. It has, been a great year, clos- 
ing a great decade. The coldest T= 
and the barest facts are enough to 
cite enthusiasm as it belongs te prea: 
tunities for greater work still to be 
done.

Lacking the encouragement of his 
doughtiest champion, who is absen@ in 
Africa, the stork loafed on his job in 
St. Louis last year. . 

Births for the 12 months were 15,234, 
which was 6579 fewer than ip 1908. The 
total for that year was the Nargest ever 
recorded in St. Louis. 

While the stork was indifferent to his 
public obligations, death was busier 
than ever before. There was plenty of 
work for the undertakers. 

The total mortality for 1909 was 10,498. 
That was 702 in excess of the deaths in 
1908, ,and 150 more than the.total for 
1905/ when the greatest number of deaths 
for any one year in the city’s history 
was recorded. 

The mortality in 1908 was exception- 
ally small, It was 124 less than in 1906, 
when the rate per 1000 was strikingly 
low. 

In 1908 the births ranged from 113 
per month, in November, to 1506 in 
August. The hargest numberf of births 
reported In any month of last yéar was 
that for December—l47l. The fewest 
births for any month were 1044 in May. 

Deaths did not fall below 699 for any 
month of 1908. That figure was in Sep- 
tember. In 1909 the total for December 
was 667, but there were five months in 
which the total was more than 900. The 
monthly total In 1908 reached 900. but 
once—in January. 

Cupid induced 7445 couples to obtain 
the State’s permission to wed last year. 
That was 515 more than he was able to 
take as far as the marriage Mcense clerk 
in 1908. 

Recorder Joy believes that the increase 
in the’ number of marriage licenses fs- 
sued is a sign that prosperity has re- 
turned or is in sight. It cost the bride- 
grooms last year $11,167.50 to get the 
State’s concurrence in their nuptial ar- 
rangements. Since 1907 the Recorder’s 
fee for issuing a marriage license has 
been $1.50,
